Rockets Up 


1,200 Miles 


So Far Off Course 
No Attempt Set 
To Recover Cone 


POINT ARGUELLO, Calif. 
(U PI)—A flying “biology lab” 
rocketed 1.200 miles high to­ 
day, but it* experiments t<> de­ 
termine the hazards of space 
flight were lost when they 
landed fat from recovery for­ 
ces waiting in the Pacific Oc­ 
ean. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration *aid the 62- 
foot long solidfod rocket veered 
out to sea 57 seconds after launch­ 
ing. 
This meant th* nose cone md 
its load of various biological ex­ 
periments fell far from the plan­ 
ned recovery are®. The Navy said 
it was so far off course no at 
tempt would be made to reprieve 


Officials said they ha»* nother 
rocket standing by and duplicate 
experiments to go in it. But the- 
we--»* doubtful thev could launch 
it by Friday—their targe» date— 
into *n intense radiation belt, a 
meteorite shower left over from 
an !86t> comet. 
The 6 "-pound nose cone from 
Bios I—for bio'ogical investigation 
of space—was to have fallen back 
into the Pacific about 1.200 miles 
southwest of here off Baja Cali­ 
fornia. 
The rocket blasted aW t from 
this coastal base at 6 50 am 
PST. 
The nose rone used in today's 
test was fired aloft to a similar 
altitude Sept. 19. I960, and recov­ 
ered in the ocean in a test to 
measure radiation. 
Aboard the nose cone were ex 
penments using hundan blood, 
mold, intestinal bacteria, partly 
hatched grasshopper eggs a spe­ 
cial strain of barley, giant amoeba 
and sea urchin eggs, 
rime for mutations—«{bang'1* in 
the basic plant or animal—to ap 
pear and because of this results ol 
the different studies might not be 
available for a year. 
In addition to firing the nose 
cone into the inner Van Allen ra­ 
diation belt. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration officials 
also timed the launch so the craft 
would pass through the Leonids 
meteor stream which was caused 
by the decay of a comet in 1866.

UN. spokesman George Ivan 
Smith said he was holding back 
details on the situation because 
the lives of the Italians might be 
jeopardized” if more information 
were given out immediately. 
The high level delegation which 
arrived in Kindu Tuesday included 
Karl Englund. U.N. civilian chief 
in the Oriental Province capital of 
Stanleyville; Congolese Interior 
Minister Christopher Gbenye, and 
Maj. Gen. Victor Lundula. com­ 
mander of Congolese armv forcea 
in the east. It was thought Ltm- 
dula's presence would help ease 
the negotiations. 
Smith said talks Tuesday be­ 
tween the delegation and army 
leaders in Kindu were judged 
highly unsatisfactory.” Smith said 
the entire delegation "had to get 
off in a hurry today."

Al is hobbling around on a 
crutch these days trying to push 
the fund drive for the Mercy Bowl 
Game on Thanksgiving Day in Los

The leaders of the drive are try­ 
ing to raise enough money to pay 
some of the back expenses (fune­ 
ral costs haven’t been taken care 
of yet. for instance) and cover 
hardships of the future caused by 
the tragedy. 
The fund that is needed breaks 
down like this: $75.000 for schol­ 
arships for the six fatherless chil­ 
dren; $60.000 for medical expens­ 
es: $35,000 for funeral expenses; 
$30000 for individual and family 
maintenance costs; and $50,000 for 
a memorial loan fund. That comes 
to $250000. 
The Cal Poly student fund al­ 
ready has received $73,944 in do­ 
nations and has disbursed $39,087 
of this amount. 
A letter to this department 
from Clyde P Fisher, dean of the 
division of applied sciences, points 
out that nothing in the wav of in­ 
surance. other than the NCAA in­ 
jury insurance, has been received. 
“The Arctic Pacific Airlines 
(which carried the Cal Poly team) 
carried a $25.000 per seat liability 
insurance policy,” writes Mr. 
Fisher. “But the insurance com­ 
pany is contending that the policy 
conditions were not being met by 
the airplane that crashed and 
consequently the insurance com­ 
pany has no liability in the 
matter.

Perhaps fhe best way to explain 


psychotherapy is by analogy. Some 


people play tennis for years with 


seemingly little improvement and 
with the same succession of fail­ 
ures. Then they 
fake 
a 
lesson 
from someone who knows what

He corrects errors that 
have 
been 
unconscious 
to 
the 
player and offers a better way to 
play. 


The player 
has 
been 
making 
mistakes because he never really 
knew the right way to hold the 
racket, to swing, etc 
Had he been 
able to see himself in action as 
others do, he may. perhaps, have 
corrected himself But he’s gotten 
along all these vears in a stereo­ 
typed wav of playing that at least 
got him by. 


Behavior is Habitual 


The same principles 
apply 
to 
psychotherapy albeit a bit more 
complex 
Patients come to us be­ 
cause they have failed on the job. 
in school or in their personal re­ 
lationships. They don’t know what 
they are doing wrong and there­ 
fore are ignorant of how to cor­ 
rect it. 


Their mode of behavior is so 
habitual that for the large part 
it is automatic and unconscious. 
G'ven normal situations they have 
gotten by. Add a little stress and 
their whole adaptive system has 
failed. They can’t understand why 
they have 
lost 
most 
of 
their 
friends or can't handle their chil­ 
dren. They have an uneasy feel­ 
ing that they 
are 
doing 
some­ 
thing wrong but don't know what 
it is. 


One of the first things a psy­ 
chotherapist discovers is that the 
reason that the patient is mak­ 
ing mistakes 
is 
that 
he 
never 
learned the right way in the first 
place. The right way in this case, 
however, isn't as simple as for 
die tennis player 
ft wasn’t just 
lessons from a parent on how to 
be normal that the patient needed 
but rather the kind of relation­ 
ship to them

The Old Story— An Ounce of Prevention 


fYoplf ''ill build m canyons» and on 
brush-covered mountain sides. M any homes 
are built in timbered areas. 
The urge which seeks picturesque sur­ 
roundings rather than the prosaic, checker­ 
board pattern ot urban block after block of 
homes, many of them of similar design, is the 
old desire to get awav from the ordinary way 
of life, to do something different. It is akin 
to the actions of many who build in the path 
of flood threats despite warnings of w hat 
could happen. 
Laws have been adopted to provide for 
this quirk of human nature. Rut these laws ap­ 
parently have not been enforced or are not 
of sufficient strength to protect people from 
themselves. 
The urge to build in rustic surroundings, 
to have something different from the ordi­ 
nary, will always prevail. To meet this, gov­ 
ernmental bodies must put inore stringent 
laws on the books, laws which not only pro­ 
vide certain conditions for building in cer­ 
tain spots but which make protective build­ 
ing materials and other restrictions, a m ust. 
A third fire in the wooded areas near 
the densely-populated Los Angeles m etro­ 
politan area has taken a heavy toll of ex­ 
pensive homes. Hundreds more have been 
evacuated from homes. Valuable property is 
being destroyed, property which could have 
been saved had proper precautions been 
taken. 
Almost every year the story is the same. 
Needed watershed areas are denuded by 
flames which take with them millions of dol­ 
lars in homes. The terrain where they are 
built is often difficult for fire fighters to 
reach for the very reason that it was picked 
by the builders to “get away from it all." 


But this terrific loss could be niininu/cd, re­ 
duced to a small percentage of what it is 
now with strict adherence to safety laws. 
Roofing m aterials which are fire resistant, 
sufficient space around the valuable homes 
which are cleared of brush to halt the ad­ 
vance of flames, and extra policing of the 
areas must be provided to prohibit the build­ 
ing up of a situation where the fire can ad­ 
vance almost unim peded. G reater supplies of 
borate available and more planes to spread 
it are needed. To pipe w ater to all of the 
aieas for fire fighting would be a tremendous 
cost. O ther m ethods which stress prevention 
as the major factor must he divised. 
Most of all, laws to prevent practices 
which are indticive of fires m ust be strictly 
enforced. Tbe careless smoker must be curb­ 
ed. Not only the smoker, but the litterbugs. 
Carelessly tossed cans and bottles are as dan­ 
gerous as the thoughtless person who tosses 
a cigarct or other burning tobacco from an 
automobile. Manv fires have been started by 
the bright sun shining on those discarded ma­ 
terials and concentrating the ravs much as a 
watch crystal can do. 
Just as we have planning laws in the 
desert area to protect people who w ant to 
build on a debris cone at the mouth of a 
canyon, stricter planning laws can prev ent the 
loss of millions almost every year in these 
rustic surroundings. 
People will build in the mountains and 
on debris cones where floods have occured 
before and will again.* The rem edy seems to 
apply the cure before the attack. In the can­ 
yons and mountains, the ancient cliche was 
never more true: 
An ounce of prevention is " orth a pound 
of cure.

HOLMES ALEXANDER: 


The Finnish Story Under Scrutiny 


WASHINGTON. D C.-KhriRh- 
chev's final humiliation of Stalin 
in causing his body to be re­ 
moved from its place of honor 
beside Lenin occurred at ap­ 
proximately the same time that 
Khrushchev delivered an ultima­ 
tum to Finland to consulr with 
Russia under the terms of the 
Russo - Finnish mutual defense 
pact of 1948. 
There is some feeling in Wash­ 
ington that these two events are 
connected. In de-Stalinizing Rus­ 
sia and rubbing out all that re­ 
mains of the late dictator's pres­ 
tige as a Bolshevik hero. Khrush­ 
chev may be heading toward a 
de-Stalinization of the Soviet pol­ 
icy toward Finland, its small, 
tough, neutra I-minded neighbor 
which fought two separate wars 
against Russia, from 1939-44 lost 
them both and yet miraculously 
managed to remain outside the 
Iron Curtain and independen» 
Stalin’s relationship with Fin­ 
land is peculiar. Shortlv after De­ 
cember 6 1917, when the Finnish 
Government in Helsinki declared 
that it was no longer a Grand 
Duchy of the Czar’s Empire but 
an independent country, the young 
Georgian 
revolutionary' called 
Stalin sent word to the Finnish 
Reds“If you need our help, we will 
give it to you. fraternally offer­ 
ing you our hand ' 
On January 4 1918. the new 
USSR became the first nation to 
give Finland diplomatic recogni­ 
tion. 
Finns Make Effort 
There came the valiant effort 
oí the Finns, divided between 


Reds and Whites but united on 
national independence, to clear 
the cou'rv of interlopers. The 
great Field Marshal Carl Gustaf 
Mannerheim (1867-1951). who had 
served as a cavalry officer under 
the Czar, became the Right Wing 
leader and make Finland a na­ 
tion. Mannerheim was in the dis­ 
tinguished company of Winston 
Churchill in advocating that a 
strong Allied force make a whole­ 
hearted attack upon Bolshevik 
Russia and that the Free World 
strangle the serpent of Commu­ 
nism in its nest. 
But having served as Regent of 
the Finnish Republic. Manner­ 
heim was defeated for the presi­ 
dency bv a "moderate.” Thus be­ 
gan the si range, unhappy, yet 
astonishingly respectful condition 
of "coexistence’* between the 
predatory monster to the East 
and the plucky little republic, 
which, for centuries, even when a 
province of Imperial Russia, re­ 
mained Western in policy and 
culture On the final day of the 
Winter War. 1939-40. at the hour 
of accepting a dictated peace. 
Mannerheim told the Finnish sol­ 
diers and people: 
“When some day the history of 
this war is written, the world will 
learn of your efforts . . . We are 
proudly c onscious of the historic 
duty which we shall continue to 
fulfil rhe defense of that West­ 
ern Civilization which has been 
our heritage for centuries: but 
we know also that we have paid 
to rhe very last penny r>ny debt 
we may have owed the West.’* 
Stalin Made War 
Stalin had made this Winter 


War. He soon made another one 
on Finland, the so-called Continu­ 
ation War (1941-44). Later Stalin 
warned Finland away from ac­ 
cepting Marchall Plan aid. Still 
later Stalin dictated the treaty 
which declares in Article One: 
‘in the eventuality of Finland 
or the Soviet Union through Fin­ 
land territory, becoming the ob­ 
ject of an armed attack by Ger­ 
many or any State allied with 
the latter. Finland will . . . fight 
to repel the attack . . . if nec­ 
essary . .. jointly with the Soviet 
Union.’* 
All of these Russo-Finnh>h ne­ 
gotiations and agreements were 
accompanied by losses of terri­ 
tory. money or sovereignty to 
Finland. Yet. throughout it all, 
Stalin permitted Finland to main­ 
tain independence. Estonia and 
Lithuaia, Poland and Czecho­ 
slovakia, and all the rest were 
gobbled up, but I inland was 
spared. 
The reason »n Stalin’s mind 
will never be known for certain. 
It is said that Stalin spent some 
years of exile in Finland and had 
an uncharacteristic sentimentali­ 
ty about the little country. It is 
suggested by Austin Goodrich in 
his "Study in Sisu." meaning 
“Study in Fortitude." that Fin­ 
land's toughness had a lot to do 
with it. 
Be the reason what it may, 
Stalin and all things that did him 
any credit are being eradicated 
by Khrushchev. It may be that 
Finnish independence is on the 
eradication list.

VERONA. Italy—General Gen- 
da, commander of tbe crack 
present-day Japanese air force, 
led one of the more telling strikes 
against Pearl Harbor after partic­ 
ipating in the planning of that at­ 
tack. He was quoted recently as 
regretting that his side had tim­ 
idly n»>t followed up that attack 
while the United States was still 
reeling. It might well have been 
decisive, he suggested, not in an 
unfriendly w-ay but as the first 
class military theorist and prac­ 
titioner that he is. 
Gen. Genda was a Japanese 
navy lieutenant-commander at the 
time of the blast. It was, if you 
forget, a naval operation. He is 
a hardy little guy whose blunt 
manner and skill as a pilot on 
into the age of supersonic jets 
has impressed our air force peo­ 
ple who know him now a*s a ro­ 
bust trend and staunch ally. 
"If my ancestors paid as much 
attention to exploration as they 
did to bowing and scraping and 
protocol you would have been 
born with slanted eves." he re­ 
marked not long ago to one of 
his closest friends in the United 
States Air Force hierarchy. The 
American was in no readily fixed 
position to utter a definitive de­ 
nial. Points Up Comparison 
We bring the whole matter up 
simply to compare Gen. Genda's 
lively posture with that of senior 
Italian officers serving here in 
Verona with Americans in the 
common defense of whet could be 
a vital battlefront if the Red 
army's multitudes ever swarmed 
a c r o s s Yugoslavia or down 
through Austria in an effort to 
slit NATO’s abdomen 
The Italians, charter members 
militarily of the Rome-Bcrlin-Tok* 
vo axis we loathed and now de­ 
pend upun so heavily, strike a 


much humbler note 
than 
the 
bomber of Pearl Harbor. But they 
would fight on our side just as 
enthusiastically. 
Eve been browsing of late 
tround SETAF—the southern Eu­ 
ropean task force—a superbly co­ 
ordinated Italy-American Army 
Force with nuclear capability. It 
is hard to find any officer or con­ 
script who fought agrinst Ameri­ 
can troops or, if he did. wants to 
mention it. Tbe one ;ime enemies, 
the Montagues and Capulets of 
World War II. find themselves ir­ 
revocably linked against the So­ 
viet Union in this gently old town 
where Romeo sparred with Juliet. 
A diligent search did turn up 
an Italian colonel on the staff of 
Maj. Gen. Eugene Cardwell, 
famed army anti-missile missile 
expert now spearheading this 
smooth working organization. 
Fought Against U.S. 
“I fought against you.” he said 
shyly, as he -.at in the general s 
office. "It was with the Afrik* 
Korps. I’m sorry I did. I was 
taken as a prisoner and sent to 
Temple. Texas, and then to Little 
Rock. Arkansas " 
We were not quite certain 
whether he was thankful or ac­ 
cusing us of something that might 
have violated The Hague conven­ 
tion.Another Italian officer attached 
to SETAF had a forthwright com­ 
plaint. It has nothing to do with 
the kind of omission which Gen. 
Genda spoke about. 
“My complaint concerns my 
daughter." he said. "While I was 
serving in our embassy in Wash­ 
ington as military attache she be­ 
gan her schooling. She did won­ 
derfully well in your Washington 
schools. Now she is failing in her 
studies here in Verona. She can­ 
not speak Italian well enough! ”

This angers the Portuguese, and 
small wonder

(U P I)—Girls 
make good scientists, but gener­ 
ally have to fall in love with sci­ 
ence in gram m ar school. 
So says Dr. Helen J. Challand. 
head of the science department at 
the National College of Education, 
the nation’s oldest pnvate teach­ 
ers’ college. 
“Girls have a terrific potential 
for science.” she said. “ They are 
more meticulous than boys in per­ 
forming experiments and often the 
best students.’* 
Yet, this potential has been go­ 
ing to waste, she said, chiefly be­ 
cause little girls have been steered 
away from science in the past 
and conditioned to believe it was 
a man's domain. 
“ Little girls used to attach a 
stigma to science as a hobby.”
